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Council Adds Officer for SHL 


Gives First O.K. to Upping Taxes 


The Greenbelt City Council 
expects to enter into a public/ 
private partnership agreement 
with AIMCO, the managers of the 
Springhill Lake Apartment com- 
plex, that will add another officer 
to the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment. The officer will be prima- 
rily assigned to patrol in the 
more than 2,900 unit apartment 
complex. This was the most sig- 
nificant budget change made by 
the council at its final budget 
worksession. 

Overall council tentatively 
agreed to change City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin’s proposed 
budget by increasing revenues 
$76,000 and increasing expendi- 
tures an equal amount. Left un- 
changed was McLaughlin’s pro- 
posal to increase the city prop- 
erty tax rate by four cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 

Only two citizens showed up 
at the worksession to observe the 
council in action and neither ap- 
peared to have any special con-

cerns about the budget under 
consideration. 

While this may be the final 
budget worksession, it is not the 
end to the budget process. 

Public Hearing 

On Tuesday, May 27 there 
will be a second public hearing 
on the budget. It will be an- 
other opportunity for citizens to 
express their views on the bud- 
get. The public hearing will 
take place during a regular coun- 
cil meeting, but will be at the 
beginning of the 8 p.m. meeting 
to be held at the city council 
room in the Municipal Building. 
Final budget adoption is sched- 
uled for the regular meeting of 
June 9. This, too, is a public 
meeting at which citizens may 
express their views. While the 
council usually sticks with the 
decisions it makes at its final 
budget worksession, it can still 
make changes to the budget up 
until the time it is formally 
adopted. 


The May 27 public hearing 
will also include the city’s pro- 
posal to increase its constant 
yield tax rate. Each year the 
state calculates the tax rate 
needed to raise the same dollar 
amount of revenues as the city 
levied for the previous years. 
Since property values usually in- 
crease somewhat each year the 
constant yield tax rate is usually 
a little bit lower than the tax 
rate for the previous year. This 
year property assessments in- 
creased by 1.5 percent and a tax 
rate of 64.7 cents per $100 of 
assessment will yield the same 
dollars for the city as last year’s 
65.6-cent levy. Since the coun- 
cil and manager now propose in- 
creasing the tax rate to 69.6 
cents, four cents above last year’s 
actual tax levy, they are propos- 
ing an increase of 4.9 cents over 
the constant yield tax rate. 

The addition of another of-

Recreation & Parks Budget 
Is 21 Percent of City Costs

The proposed budget for the 
Recreation and Parks Department 
is $3.89 million or 21 percent of 
the city budget. Of this amount 
$3.07 million has been allocated 
for recreation. At the May 7 
work session with the Greenbelt 
City Council the senior recre- 
ation staff gave council a presen- 
tation of highlights of the pro- 
posed 2004 fiscal year budget. 
The projected attendance at all 
city facilities and municipal ac- 
tivities for that year is antici- 
pated to be 527,442. 

Administration 

Expenditures for salaries and 
related expenses for the adminis- 
trative staff in carrying out the 
city’s recreation programs are pro- 
jected to be $506,600. This 
staff, with 5.5 full-time equiva- 
lent employees, is responsible for 
planning, management and infor- 
mation services for the city’s rec- 
reation programs. The depart- 
ment seeks a full-time employee 
as assistant manager of various 
facilities, such at the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center and the 
future skate park. Also requested 
are funds to provide equitable 
benefits for part-time staff, esti- 
mated at about $100,000. 

Recreation Centers 

Proposed expenditures for the 
staffing and maintenance of the 
Youth Center, Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center and Schrom 


Hills Park and construction of the 
proposed skate park is $355,400. 
Currently there are 5.8 full-time 
equivalent employees, two of 
whom are full time. The skate 
park, when completed, will be 
supervised whenever it is open. 

The two centers are closed 
only on Christmas, New Year’s 
Day and Thanksgiving. They 
are expected to have an atten- 
dance of 89,000. 

Aquatic/Fitness 

The proposed budget for the 
Greenbelt Aquatic and Fitness 
Center is $820,000. Revenues of 
$600,000 are expected to be 72 
percent of operating costs. There 
are 19.7 full time equivalent em- 
ployees at the center. In winter 
60 employees work part time and 
in the summer 90 are part time. 
Attendance is projected to be 
182,600. The budget proposes a 
3 percent increase in pass fees. 

Community Center 

The Community Center pro- 
posed budget is $561,600. With 
an income of $240,700 from the 
rental fees of 38 civic groups 
and a large variety of other rent- 
ers such as sports teams, 
churches and private parties and 
special events such as elections, 
the Greenbelt New Year and 
blood drives, the facility is 43 
percent self-supporting. Unspeci-

Metro Interchange Called 
"Pork" by Beltway Plaza

A “scandalous travesty” and 
“a $24,000,000 to $32,000,000 
pork project to benefit one at the 
expense of the many” — this lan- 
guage is from an April 14 letter 
from “Kap” Kapistan, general 
counsel of the Quantum Compa- 
nies, to the Prince George’s 
County Council committee on 
Transportation, Housing and En- 
vironment. Kapistan, whose 
company manages the Beltway 
Plaza, was describing the pro- 
posed Beltway interchange to the 
Greenbelt Metro property that 
would provide access to the pro- 
posed Greenbelt Station develop- 
ment. 

A few days earlier, addressing 
the same committee, County 
Councilman Thomas R. Hender- 
shot, whose district represents 
Berwyn Heights and most of 
College Park, described opposi- 
tion like Kapistan’s as “paro- 
chial.” In Hendershot’s view, 


“Tt is insulting that people from 
Montgomery County = and 
Howard County have a better 
Beltway access to the Greenbelt 
station than the vast majority of 
Prince Georgians.” In his letter 
of March 25, Hendershot was 
commenting on the fact that the 
only direct Beltway exits to and 
from the Metro station are ori- 
ented to the west. 

When the station was built, 
the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMATA) 
ruled out a full interchange and 
at the time the city of Greenbelt 
protested the decision. Now the 
positions are reversed. The 
agency seeks a full interchange 
in order to facilitate commercial 
development of its parking lot 
property and the city is opposed. 

Work Session 
Both letters were among sev-

Delegation Gives Council 
Legislative Session Update

Balancing the budget and slot 
machines — these were the two 
issues that dominated the state’s 
recent legislative session, State 
Senator Paul Pinsky told the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
regular meeting on May 12. 
Members of the 22nd District 
Delegation to the Maryland Leg- 
islature attended the meeting to 
participate in the ACE Awards 
and to give council a legislative 
update. Pinsky reminded council 
that the legislature has one con- 
stitutional requirement and that 
is to pass a budget and it had 
done that along with passing 
other important legislation. He 
told council the general fund 
budget grew by less than 1 per- 
cent so there would not be much 
money for programs that are not 
line items in the budget. 


One bill that passed would 
close tax loop holes that allow 
corporations to save money. 
Pinsky said the governor has in- 
dicated he will veto the bill be- 
cause it would temporarily in- 
crease corporate taxes. If the bill 
is vetoed the budget would re- 
quire $135 million in cuts to be 
rebalanced. Pinsky thought the 
cuts would affect local aid and 
higher education. If companies 
get to keep loop holes more 
companies will use them and 
revenues will go down further. 
Next year there is also a pro- 
jected short-fall and funding for 
extending the Thornton Commis- 
sion recommendations will come 
due. If the Commission recom- 
mendations are fully funded, he

Video surveillance in public 
places has become prevalent in 
Greenbelt and throughout the 
country. Fingerprinting of el- 
ementary school children is 
routine in some communities, 
including Washington, D.C. In 
“DataPaint,” class photos are 
digitized as educational tech- 
nology intersects with research 
technology and finger painting 
with identity tracking. 

“DataPaint’” will remain on 
view through July 6. The gal- 
lery is open from 9 a.m. to 10 
p.m. daily, whenever the room 
is not reserved for special use.

Remembering Charles J. Mills, My Father

My _ father 9 
was born in 
1926 in Phila- 
delphia. He lost 
both of his par- 
ents when he 
was very young 
and he and his 
sister Betty went to live with 
their grandparents. He was 
blinded in the left eye as a 
young boy. 

My father was spoiled and 
“quite a handful” according to 
many in his family. He was the 
only boy living in a house full 
of females. As a young boy, it 
was his job to go next door and 
bring his grandfather and uncles 
home from the bar. 

He sold newspapers on the 
streets of Philly, fought in school 
and was reprimanded by the 
nuns. He was a lifeguard in the 
summers. 

Because he could swim, he and 
his friends were able to save the 
life of one young boy when two of 
them fell into a pond down by 
the railroad yard. He was given 
a gold watch, a parade and a 
mighty beating from Grandmom 
who had told him never to go 
down to the rail yard. 

My father was a soldier. At 
17, he wanted to enlist in the 
Army, but wasn’t old enough. 
Aunt Edith went to the enlist- 
ment office and told them that he 
was old enough to know his age 
and if he said he was 18 then he 
was. He memorized the eye 
chart while waiting his turn in 
line and passed the eye exam 
and joined the U.S. Army Mili- 
tary Police. He served in Italy, 
Germany, Korea and stateside. 

My father was also an animal 
lover. As an MP in Germany he 
trained and handled police dogs. 

When he left his dog, Alcoff, 
with a friend for a day he met 
with the wrath of another animal 
lover. Seeing the dog tied in a 
courtyard during a bad storm, 
Gudrun Humanik brought the 
dog to her office. My father re- 
ceived a severe tongue-lashing 
and fell in love with this 
woman, my mother. 

My parents were married in 





He joined the Greenbelt Li- 
ons Club because they “helped 
the needy and the blind.” He 
was also a 35-year member of 
Post 136 Greenbelt American Le- 
gion, a lifetime member of the 
Disabled American Veterans and a 
Past Master Mason. 

My father took the neighbor- 
hood children and later other 
children from school with us 
when their parents couldn’t or 
wouldn’t take them. No child 
who wanted to go to Pappy’s or 
Wylie’s Ice Cream parlor after a 
school basketball game was 
turned away. 

My father was a Redskin’s 
fan. Every Sunday, you could 
hear him yelling, sitting on the 
edge of the couch downstairs, 
biting his fingernails, hoping 
they would manage to pull it off 
this week. Dinner always waited 
until the game was over. 

My father was a romantic. For 
my mother’s birthday and anniver- 
sary, he would bring her roses 
and strawberry shortcake to share 
with all the women in her office. 

My father was so proud of his 
grandchildren. My children spent 
many days at my parents’ home. 
When he retired from the Hill in 
1986, he was with us constantly. 

After he retired, my father was 
a Greenbelt Center Bum. Every 
morning, he would leave the 
house early, hang out in the Cen- 
ter and drink coffee and argue 
with the other bums. Around 9, 
he would come home with fresh 
donuts, rolls and his newspaper. 

To all who knew him, he was 
a kind and loyal friend. He 
liked to have good times, the 
more the merrier. Any stranger 
was welcome and anyone in 
need was taken care of. 

There were quite a few people 
who would live with us as I 
grew up. Young people who 
needed a supportive family 
around. My Aunt Gaby, Connie, 
Boyd and Roland. Roland 
[Sheck, a severely wounded Viet- 
nam veteran who had immigrated 
from Germany] became a son to

my parents and a brother to us. 

My father always wanted to 
live on the shore. When we fi- 
nally convinced my mother to re- 
tire and move to Florida, it was 
his dream come true. But it didn’t 
last. Maybe it was being away 
from the kids and grandkids, 
maybe it was this terrible illness 
creeping in. When my parents 
moved back home we knew some- 
thing was terribly wrong. 

Daddy reduced his activities. 
He didn’t feel comfortable talk- 
ing in public anymore. My chil- 
dren were uncomfortable riding 
with him in the car. All of a 
sudden things were different. 

He fought us so hard when we 
had to take his car keys away. 
His independence gone, he felt 
useless. Throughout this terrible 
illness, my father remained as 
sweet and congenial as always. 

I want all of us to remember 
the man my father was. My fa- 
ther was Charles James Mills, 
Charlie, Chaz, Sarge, Bubby, Pop- 
Pop, Daddy, Honey and Friend. 

[Charles Mills, 76, died May 
11, 2003 of health complications 
resulting from Lewy body de- 
mentia. He is survived by his 
wife, Gudrun (former Greenbelt 
City Clerk), two daughters, 
Monica (Andrew) Johnston and 
Regina (Timothy) Murphy, 
grandchildren James, Joseph, 
Chelsey and Shawn, a sister, 
Betty Lehman of Pompano 
Beach, Fla., and his adopted son, 
Roland Sheck. A granddaughter, 
Jessica, preceded him in death. 

A memorial service was held 
at Holy Cross Lutheran Church 
on May 17. Funeral services 
will be held on June 12 at 10:15 
a.m. at Fort Myer Chapel, Arling- 
ton, Va. with internment follow- 
ing at Arlington Cemetery.

said, Prince George’s County, the 
biggest recipient, would receive 
$900 million over six years. 
Pinsky said he considered his 
vote on the Thornton Commission 
bill his most significant vote in 
17 years in the legislature. 
Slot Machines 

Pinsky said he opposed the 
slot machine legislation because 
he did not consider it good pub- 
lic policy. He also thought it 
did not provide enough money 
to public education and that an 
overly-generous amount of gener- 
ated funds would have gone to 
owners of race tracks where slot 
machines would be located. 
Even if it had passed it would 
only have provided half of the 
funds necessary for the Thornton 
commitment. He told council he 
expects the bill to come back 
next year. Later Delegate Anne 
Healey said that she expects 
there to be a public hearing on 
slot machines when the bill 
comes up again, indicating that 
she felt public involvement had 
initially been too limited. 

Other Legislation 

A bill supported by Greenbelt 
that was passed by the legislature 
permits municipalities to pur- 
chase and use speed cameras in 
residential areas and school 
zones. This bill has not yet 
been signed and Pinsky said 
there is speculation that the gov- 
ernor will veto it. The bill’s fi- 
nal status should be known in 
about two weeks, he added. 

The city supported a bill to 
increase the surcharge on new 
developments for education and 
this bill had also passed. 

Two bills sponsored by 
Pinsky that would help protect 
the environment were passed, but 
the governor had not yet signed 
either and Pinsky did not know 
if he would. One bill would re- 
quire appliances sold in Mary- 
land to meet certain energy effi- 


ciency standards. This would re- 
duce dependency on fossil fuels 
and provide cleaner air. The 
other bill would improve water 
quality by requiring the state De- 
partment of the Environment to 
more aggressively pursue polluters. 

Members of council and 
members of the delegation spoke 
with appreciation to one another 
for their mutual efforts in estab- 
lishing a viable working rela- 
tionship during the first year that 
Greenbelt has been in the 22nd 
district. Healey, in her thanks to 
the city and its residents, said it 
was “very refreshing to have so 
many activists” and “wonderful 
to have so many people engaged 
in the process.” 

Delegate Justin Ross said he 
wants to continue to work with 
Greenbelt on municipal zoning au- 
thority. He added his number one 
commitment is full funding for the 
Thornton Commission proposal. 

Delegate Tawana Gaines had 
intended to be at the meeting 
also, but a sudden family illness 
kept her away. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
told the delegation that the bud- 
get process just ending was the 
most difficult one he could recall 
of the 30 he had worked on 
since becoming a councilmember. 
He said the state cannot continue 
to lay responsibility for citizens’ 
basic services on local govern- 
ments. He asked the delegation 
to pursue sharing of state rev- 
enues with local governments. 
Mayor Judith Davis supported 
White’s statement, saying the city 
could not survive any more cuts 
such as those that occurred this 
past year. She said deficit spend- 
ing may work on a federal level, 
but she thought there should be a 
re-thinking of policies that cut 
taxes yet increase expenditures. 
Homeowners cannot always be 
expected to foot the bill, she said.

ficer in the police department to 
patrol in Springhill Lake is con- 
tingent upon the city obtaining 
a $25,000 COPS (community 
oriented police) grant from the 
federal government, which city 
staff believes is doable. AIMCO 
will kick in $45,000 a year or 
more, up to $55,000, for three 
years. Added budget cost to the 
city is $80,000 but, with the 
grant money and Springhill Lake 
money, the net amount of cost 
that the city needs to pick up is 
only $10,000. Regional Property 
Manager for Springhill Lake 
Apartments, Joe W. Raker told 
the city, “It is always a positive 
step forward when the City of 
Greenbelt can joint venture with 
the private sector to improve the 
services of the community.” 

The council also agreed to 
continue funding a red light 
camera for southbound Kenil- 
worth Avenue at Cherrywood 
Lane. McLaughlin proposed re- 
moving this light because fines 
from violations photographed 
from the camera were paying 
only a third of the camera’s op- 
erating costs. This change in- 
creased revenues by $10,000, but 
increased expenses $30,000. 

Council agreed to increase the 
fees charged to residents for the 
use of a variety of park and rec- 
reation facilities such as the 
Attick Park group picnic facility, 
the pavilion at Schrom Hills 
Park. renting the Youth Center, 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter and Community Center gym- 
nasiums and for special events, 
resulting in an added revenues of 
$4,000 for the budget. On the 
other hand, council restored pro- 
posed cuts in the hours of opera- 
tion of recreation facilities for an 
added expense of $4,500. 

Because it was told by the 
groups involved that their grants 
were not needed this year, coun- 
cil cut out the proposed grants 


for the Golden Age Club and the 
Greenbelt Writers Group for a 
budget savings of $5,300. These 
are one time cuts. Council made 
another budget savings of $2,000 
by eliminating the operation of 
the Greenbelt Connection on 
Sundays after 1:30 p.m. 

These changes left the budget 
out of balance by $32,200. Coun- 
cil cut the reserve set aside for 
unforeseen contingencies by that 
amount, leaving $26,000 for such 
emergencies. Should that prove to 
be insufficient, the city can draw 
down on its unallocated fund bal- 
ance (surplus), currently estimated 
to be over $2.8 million at the end 
of this fiscal year. 

McLaughlin warned council 
that Governor Robert Ehrlich has 
not yet approved all the state 
budget legislation. The governor 
has until Tuesday to either sign 
or veto legislation that, if not 
approved, could mean further 
cuts in state aid to the city and 
other local governments. 

On the plus side, McLaughlin 
also noted that under the munici- 
pal tax differential formula 
Greenbelt taxpayers will receive 
a small reduction in their county 
property tax rates.

fied rental fee increases for use 
of space in the Community Cen- 
ter are anticipated. There are 4.5 
full-time employees and 4.1 full- 
time equivalent part-time em- 
ployees. 

A major projected expense for 
the Community Center will be 
replacement of the windows in 
the original part of the building. 
As now planned, work will begin 
in the senior game room as a 
demonstration project. 

Special Programs 

Greenbelt Kids provides en- 
richment and socialization for 
children between one and 14 
years of age when county schools 
are not in session. These pro- 
grams include six summer and 
school-year camps, after-school 
programs, workshops, preschool 
classes and other non-arts based 
activities. For these programs 
expenditures of $300,200 have 
been projected along with rev- 
enues of $415,100. Income is 
138 percent of expenditures. At- 
tendance is projected to be 
56,717. 

Therapeutic recreation, which 
provides recreational opportuni- 
ties for individuals with special 
needs, including the elderly and 
persons with disabilities, has a 
proposed budget of $115,000. 
Revenues of $21,500 from grants 
and trip fees and senior nutrition 
fees are about 19 percent of the 
budget. Attendance is projected 
to be 22,500. 

Greenbelt is the only munici- 
pal recreation department in sub- 
urban Maryland with a full-time 
certified therapeutic recreation 
specialist. 

With proposed expenditures of 
$105,000 and $23,500 in class 
fees and league revenues of 
$35,000, the adult leisure and fit- 
ness program is 57 percent self- 
supporting. Activities include 
adult sports leagues, teen trips, 
performing arts classes, fitness 
classes and workshops for indi- 
viduals 13 years of age or older. 
There are 1.6 full-time equiva- 
lent employees in this program. 

Arts and Events 

Projected expenditures for the 
arts are $144,900. Revenues 
from fees and grants are pro- 
jected to be $67,000 or 46 per- 
cent of expenditures. Staffing is 
2.7 full-time equivalents. Pro- 
jected attendance is 28,234. 

Activities include Sunday Art- 
ful Afternoons, arts education, an 
arts emerge program, city stage 
performances and exhibitions. 

The proposed budget for spe- 
cial events is $160,000. Over 15 
special events in Greenbelt in- 
clude Independence Day fire- 
works, the Labor Day Festival 
and the Festival of Lights. At- 
tendance is projected to be over 
20,000.

eral documents submitted prior to 
the transportation committee’s 
work session on April 15 in Upper 
Marlboro. The committee’s pur- 
pose was a briefing by the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) on 
final project planning for the inter- 
change and the decision to ex- 
pand the study area eastward to 
the Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
and westward to the county line at 
I-95. Previous boundaries of the 
study had been drawn _ at 
Kenilworth Avenue and U.S. 1. 

Issues concerning accident 
statistics along the extended sec- 
tion of the Beltway, cumulative 
environmental impacts and spac- 
ings between the Beltway ramps 
were on the committee’s agenda, 
as well as other alternative de- 
velopment scenarios. The com- 
mittee also wished to hear about 
updated positions from the cities 
of College Park and Berwyn 
Heights. 

Committee Members 

The committee, which is 
chaired by county councilmember 
Samuel Dean, includes Green- 
belt’s representative Douglas Pe- 
bers: Other members are 
Marilynn ~ Bland, Thomas 
Dernoga and Peter Shapiro. 
Only Peters has opposed pro- 
ceeding with the project. In this 
position he endorses the City of 
Greenbelt’s official stand on the 
Beltway interchange proposal. 

Kapistan, Barry Bleckman of 
the Beltway Hardware Store, 
Greenbelt Mayor Judith Davis, 
Berwyn Heights Mayor Patricia 
Dennison and College Park’s 
Dorothy Friedman were among 
the list of visitors attending the 
work session. So were two 
members of the local environmen- 
tal group CCRIC, the Commit- 
tee to Conserve and Restore In- 
dian Creek. 

Three members of the SHA 
and two from WMATA also at- 
tended. 

Rivera Letter 

Norman Rivera, attorney for 
Metroland Developers, LLC, who 
was present as well, like 
Kapistan and Hendershot had 
submitted a previous position 
statement on the Beltway inter- 
change proposal. His letter as- 
serted “that the provision of full 
access was always a priority of 
the county.” 

Rivera referred to the 1982 
General Plan, the 1989 College

project was not the impetus for 
the ramp project, the Metro Sta- 
tion was,” his letter says. 

This is the point, however, that 
Kapistan disputes. Kapistan de- 
scribes the present alternative in- 
terchange designs, which are to be 
“publicly financed,” as operating 
“solely” to benefit the Greenbelt 
Station Project. The point is im- 
portant because interstate ramps, 
by law, must exit on to public 
streets not private property. 

Greenbelt is primarily op- 
posed to the interchange as com- 
pounding the traffic density of 
the area — both on the Beltway 
and on the affected city streets. 
In particular it would increase 
traffic on Cherrywood Lane and 
through the residential area of 
Springhill Lake. Far from en- 
hancing the transit-oriented func- 
tion of the Metro station, it 
would in fact bring more cars on 
to the site, the Greenbelt plan- 
ning staff predicts. 

Greenbelt Station 

Greenbelt Station was origi- 
nally conceived as a high-end 
retail mall. Over the past several 
years it has been redesigned, 
however, aS a more modest main 
street style shopping area and of- 
fice and residential property. It 
would also include restaurants 
and theaters and a natural park 
area in a wetlands set-aside. 

Rivera describes it in positive 
terms: “It is environmentally sen- 
sitive through the permanent pres- 
ervation of 111 acres of the In- 
dian Creek Stream Valley; removal 
of the concrete mountain and 
other debris; stream valley resto- 
ration in damaged areas; and the 
provision of water quality for the 
untreated runoff emanating from 
the City of Greenbelt.” 

The so-called concrete moun- 
tain is debris left on the adjacent 
A. H. Smith property to the 
south. The Smith tract would be 
included with the Metro site in 
the Greenbelt Station develop- 
ment. The Smith company is a 
sand-and-gravel operation where 
in one location the drums of ce- 
ment mixing trucks were regu- 
larly cleaned out. 

SHA Schedule 

The SHA will now proceed 
with Stage II of the project plan- 
ning process for the Beltway in- 
terchange. Detailed engineering 
studies and an environmental 
document will be prepared and 
made available prior to the next 
public hearing, tentatively sched- 
uled sometime next fall.

New Resource Advocate

Christal Parker Batey, the 
city’s new Community Resource 
Advocate, was formally intro- 
duced at the April 14 City Coun- 
cil meeting. Prior to this posi- 
tion, Batey worked for Colling- 
ton Care Services and the Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Aging (now the Department of 
Family Services). She also 
served on the city’s Assisted Liv- 
ing Task Force. Batey described 
a new project that is being sub- 
mitted to the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Aging in hopes of re- 
ceiving a grant in FY 2004. 

The grant proposal, which 
was approved for submission by 
the city council, would create 
the Greenbelt Senior Information 
Multi-Media Network. The 
project would formalize a system 
of communication for seniors 
and those who are homebound 
or disabled. Currently, Bates in- 
dicated, some information 1s 
published in the News Review, 
other information may be on the 
city cable network and some on 
the city website. She would 
seek to unify the information. 

Batey also described plans for 
a cable channel call-in show — 
Seniors Ask the Experts. The 
grant would help to purchase the 
phone-in equipment. The shows 
could also be taped and shown 
at other locations and summa- 
rized for the newspaper. Several 
groups are already working on 
ways to participate. St. Hugh’s 
school has volunteered the use of 
its computer lab on an occa- 
sional basis to help seniors and 
others screen websites for ben- 
efits. Prince George’s Commu- 
nity College has proposed hav- 
ing a caregivers training session 
in Greenbelt.
